Creek valleys, with the exception of 
the New Plttsburg and Glendale mines, 
which have been acquired by the Pitts- 
burg coal combine. 


There Is n probability that the larger 


mines on the 'Columbus, Shawnee & 
Hocking railroad may also be Included 
In the deal. According to a local oper- 
ator, the action of the Morgan syndi- 
cate Is forced by the Plttsburg com- 
lilne's Invasion of the Hocking valley 
fold. Options were secured on many 
of the Hocking mines liy the Morcan 
syndicate some time ago, but tho op- 
tions were allowed to lapse. The Pltts- 
burg combine's purchases have been 
made since that time. 


It Is said that all the Morgan syndi- 


cate's coal properties will be merged 
with the Independent mlnea under the 
Continental company, and that they 


all be under one 
management, 


thus greatly reducing the expense of 
operation. Several persons said to be 
directly connected with the deal deny 
any knowledge of it, but tbore aro oth- 
ers who claim to ha''c reliable Infor- 
mation that ncgot.latloi's are in prog- 
ress and are noarlng u conclusion.

SHOCK IN THE CUT OF CHURCHES 


Brooklyn, N. Y., Paper Exposes Immorality in That 


City—Murder of Walter S. Brooks hy a Girl, 


Reveals Horrible Story. 


New. York. Feb. 19.—When young 


Walter S. Urooks was found dying 
lit a cheap hotel from a bullet wound 
in his head a few days ago nnd Miss 
Florence Burns, not yet out of her 
teens, was arrested for murder great- 
er New York, receive a tremendous 
chock. 
It was not wholly because 


these two young people had always 
passed as rospcctable but because 
they had come from the borough of 
Brooklyn, onco the "city of churches." 
This boy and Blrl had not been en- 
gaged In a common brawl, but tho fact 
toon became known they had mal 
talnod Illicit relations for months, and 
tho girl's name was also associated 
with the names of oUl'T fookleBH young 
men. 


Shocks the Community 


On top of these disclosures comes 


today a story of doings In staid old 
llrooklyn and published In Its leading 
r-GU'spaper. tho Eagle, which rivals 
any told of ancient Rome when the ne- 
farious Nero held sway, or of Sodom 
In Its excessive wickedness. 
It has 


shocked tho community beyond 
presslnn and comes with added force 
because of the fact that one of Brook 
lyn's objections to consolidation with 
New York was her fear of moral 
contamination. 


Today's story is put Into the mouth 


of one of the men who Is admittedly 
on the Inside of these affairs.

"If one-half of tho true state 


of affairs which led up to tho murder 
of Walter Brooks Is brought out In 
the trial of Florence Burns the people 
of Brooklyn will simply throw

that so long as a very largo per cent- 
um of personal property goes wholly 
itntaxed, that the 'railroads should 
not be required to pay a tax In pro- 
portion to other property when tnelr 
propertv Is valued from the market 
quotations of their stocks and bonds. 


Conclusion 


You ask me what I would do If 


were a member of the legislature? In 
the first place I would study tho ques- 
tlon carefullv and thoroughly, from 
nil sides. 
From the standpoint of 


the farmer whose land and

eye; 


from the standpoint of the man whose 
property Is In notes and credits and 
f-ecuritles. and who can give to the 
assessor whatever list he pleases;

Then when I have arrived nt some 


conclusions. I would work parly and 
late, uv everv fair means, to secure 
enough revenue to support our state, 
our county and our town with honor, 
by a tax, equally distributed upon all 
property of the state, with the well- 
linown exemptions, at its real value.
